Sarah 
Bernhardt critically ill, perhaps 
dying. Braveiy. this remarkable 
woman, who belongs to the world 
as well as to France, is ftighting 
against the ravages of disease, but 
ber weakened constitution makes 
the odds much against ner. 

After a long consultation tonight 
the atte: S 4g physicians issued the 
following bulletin: 

“The condition of Mme. Bern- 
hardt has become aggravated in 
the last few days and the prog- 
nosig must be reserved.” 

The guarded terms used would 
lead to the belief that the possibi!- 


is not great. Mme. Bernhardt her- 
self deciared only recently that 
she would continue her work on 
the stage to the very last, and only 
this week she posed at her home in 
a film for an ger oe company, 
thus probably rtaxing her 
gtrength. 

Mme. Bernhardt, who observed 
her seventy-seventh birthday on 
| October 23 last ered a collapse 

at the rehearse! o, a new play in 
Paris on Decemter 18. She made 
light of the affair at the time, 
.,| terming it a mere fainting spell, 
and declaring that she would soon 
.| be back before the footlights. She 
suffered several relapses, and on 
December 24 wee reported to be 
dying. She slowly recovered from 
this setback, however. and on Jan- 
vary 10 felt so strong that she in- 
sisted upon attending the theater. 
Since then. until the news today 
of her sudden sinking spell, her 
condition was not thought to be 
serious.

At present the Santa Fe crosses the Tehachapi on trackage which 
it leases from the Southern Pacific. Going to San Francisco, from 
Los Angeles, therefore, the Santa Fe travels around three 
sides of a square by way of San Bernardino, Barstow and Mojave, 
while the Southern Pacific, its competitor, takes a more direct and 
much shorter route from Los Angeles to Mojave. , 

It has long been the desire of the Santa Fe to lay its own right 
of way through the Antelope Valley and across the Tehachapi. The 
extent of tts further plans is awaited with interest.

morphine or heroin addiction. The 
gradual withdrawal! of the narcotic 
present state of medica! 
knowledge, is the only method of 
treatment that can be pursued 
with any hope of success, it is as- 
serted. The morphine or heroin 
addict, it is asserted, must be sup- 
plied with his favorite drug or un-

Investigation does not shew. the 
pamphiet asserts, that addicts are 
disposed to cominit crime because 
of the influence of morphine on the 
nervous system.

Here is the story of a Hollywood business man sent to jail fer speed- 
fing—the story of the filth and crowded condition he fund there. The 
man—S. P. Swearingen—tells of his experience in the hope that it will 
prompt the people to wake up to a realization of the situation as he found 
it, Read the story—in his own words. 
BY P. SWEARINGEN 
- T have spent three days and nights in the City Jail of Los 
Angeles, and I want to tell the people of Hollywood my ex- 
perience there. The fact that I “did this time” for traveling at 
the rate of twenty-eight miles an hour on Hollywood Boule- 
vard, at 10:50 o’clock one night, is only incidental. I thought 
at the time that I would not try to “pull any wires,” or get any 
help from friends, but would merely take what was coming to 
fie. After one night of it, I would have paid a hundred dollars 
a day to get out, and would have used any “pull” possible. 


apiece, when night came, and if 
we were able to sleep in the vitiat- | 
ed air and the continual din, we 
were at liberty to select any spot. 
we liked on the dirty cement floor | 
for our beds. I was not able to 
do any sleeping, so kept watch 
over the two,outside windows, for, 
the seventeen bunks were ar-| 
ranged near them, and those oc- 
cupying the bunks would get so 
cold in the earlier hours of the 
morning that they kept trying to 
shut the windows and make condi- 
tions still more revolting. 


It was a eorry sight. As in life 
“outside,” so there were all kinds 
of people within, both amung jail-, 
ers and prisoners, While most of 
the jallers were pretty decent, 
some were certainly “hardboiled” 
individuals. There were boys of 
18, and on up to men of 76. In 
this room not fit for dogs was one 
poor fellow who had tuberculosis, 
and who was to weak to pick him- 
self up off the floor.

They brought him 
back from there to serve his three 
days, and he was compelled to 
bring his mother with him to stay 
in a Los Angeles hotel, because 
there was no one in Bakersfield 
with whom he could leave her. 
Some mefi were serving for travel- 
ing as siowly as twenty-six miles 
an hour, too—remember that. 

One does not think of a jail as 
& place that would be morally 
elevating; but one of the most 
terrible features of this one was 
the oaths, the evil language, the 
nauseatingly vile stories and 
epithets that poured into your ears 
from all sides. The “atmosphere”- 
was all of the same kind, and 
made me feel that I needed a 
mental and spiritual bath, as much 
as I needed a phyaical cleaning. 
when I got out. " 

About 4 a.m. there was a Matter 
of pans In the kitchen, and we were 
sent out into the dining-room, 
where each one was given a small 
portion of “hash,” with two thick 
slices of sour, stale bresd— 
bread so old that it had appar- 
ently been moistened to make the 
chewing of it possible. Then there 
was black coffee. Twelve hours 
later, at 4 o'clock in the afier- 
noon, we were treated to a dinner 
of stewed meat and Mexican beans, 
with two more slices of bread, and 
the black coffee. 

While our tenk was . being 
swabbed out, we were herded into 
& small room with one window, 
with pipes suspended from the 
celling—a place known as the 
bathroom. Two young fellows 
crawled into the window for sme 
fresh air, and a jailer yelled at 
them: “Get down from there, or 
I'll put you in the dungeon for 
three days on and water!” 


CAT KEEPS AWAY 

During the night hours there was 
@® cat that kept prowling up and 
down the hall in front of our tank. 
Ordinarily I have observed that 
these animals usuallv investigg e 
everything in sigt; but the air that 
came from our door must have 
been too strong for the cat, for 
every time it came to the door, it 
hurried on past at a quickened 
rate of speed, after Sut one whiff. 
The other two nights were just 
more of the game sort of thing. 

This is the worst experience thet 
I've ever been through. I won't 
get over it soon, either. But the 
thought kept coming up in my 
mind: “What do the people of Los 
Angeles aim to do with the prison- 
ers of the City Jail? Do we seek 
to make better men of them, or to 
make “Reds” and habitual crim- 
inals? 

If the latter, then I would call 
the City Jall a complete success; 
for I am convinced that a six 
months’ term there would almost 
make a Bolshevik and an anarchist 
out of the best preacher in Los 
Angeles. You cannot even think 
good thoughts in that atmosphere. 

What are we going to do about 
it? For one, I'm going to take an 
interest in this stuff they call poli- 
tics. I'm going to try to do my 
part to change things. Conditions 
wouldn't be like they are if those 
to whom we delegate our au- 
thority, and to whom we entrust 
our official powers believed that 
the majority of us cared. I'm 
going to try to show them that one 
man cares. if many ymore Hol- 
lywood people serve speeder’s sen- 
tences and get a first-hand op- 
portunity to see things as they are, 
I know that there will be more of 
the better class of people who 
will take a serious interest in elec- 
tions, and the records of judges, 
and the policies of administering 
our affairs erally. 

Are you golng to interest your- 
self? 

Whether you «ere or are not, 
you'd better watch your foot on 
the accelerator, or Judge Cham- 
bers or one of the other judges 
who believes in jailing speeders 
may “make a believer out of you.” 
I know!

MEXICO CITY, March 24.— 
Great interest is already manifest 
throughout Mexico over the elec- 
tions to take place in September 
when a successor will be chosen 
for President Alvaro Obregon. 

It is probable that the next 
President will be chosen from one 
of the leaders of tne party now in 
power. The Mexican constitution 
forbids re-election to the Presi- 
dency. The present regime, how- 
ever, has a strong grip on the 
country, and doubtless will con- 
tinue to hold the reina. The out- 
standing candidates are Secretary 
of the Treasury Adolfo de lia 
Huerta and Secretary of the In- 
terior Plutarco Elias Callies. 
Other members of the Cabinet. 
such as Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs Alberto J. Pani and Secretary 
of War Gen. Francisco Serrano, 
have power, but it is Obregon, De 
la Huerta and Calles who are rec- 
ognized as the “big three” of the 
present government, and with the

| CANDIDATES CAREFUL 
' Both of the candidates have been 
very careful to issuse no state- 
ments which might be construed 
as indicating Presidential ambi- 
tions, although it is known. that 
an offer of the Presidency would 
not be unwelcome to either. In al) 
‘statements which have been iagued 
so far, both Calles and De la 
Huerta have emphatically declared 
that they will do nothing which 
might disturb the tranquillity of 
the country. 

The general belief in and out of 
political circles is that Calles wil! 
be the next President of Mexico. 
Like Abou Ben Adhem, he leads 
all the rest. He served as Sec- 
retary of the Interior during the 
Carranza administration expecting 
to run for President. On the ap- 
proach of the elections he re- 
signed in accordance with the pro- 
vision of the Mexican constitution 
which states that no candidate 
may hold a public office sixty days

Its internal 
use causes a ecrious swelling of 
the throa’.

Caruso had no voice in the mat- 
ter of disposing of certain sepeci- 
mens which belonged to the Ca- 
ruso collection. The Italian court 
ordered the sale; it therefore was 
carried out, according to legal re- 
quirements.

In those theaters in which indoor equip 
ment has been installed, such as lighting 
effects, seating a dations and raised 
stages, it is possible to produce plays 
which in some ways are not dependent on 
the natural surroundings. But in the wilder 
places, where the hand, of man has not dis- 
turbed the face of nature, the dfama must 
of necessity be in absolute tune with the 
environment. What tragedies, what poetic 
romance, what lovely springtime dances 
may be thus presented all blending in with 
the exquisite spirit of nature untouched. 

Let many such plays be produced, so 
shall the folk-lore of the country be pre 
served ahd an added appreciation be given 
to the deep-rooted love of beauty which lies

“A vaccine for combating influenza has 
developed and tested on human sub 
ts; cultures of the newly announced in- 
nenzg germ, bacterium pneumosintes, be- 
hg used. All is ready for quantity produc- 
on of the vaccine if another severe epi- 
emic should require its wide-spread use. 


“Officers and men at the Army Medical 
chool in Washington volunteered to sub- 
it to vaccination with killed cultures of 
cterium pneumosintes, so named because 
fhen alive it injures the lungs. Each sub 
ct was given three shots of the dead 
erms, under his skin, in a manner similar 
that employed with anti-typhioid vaccine. 
he immediate reaction and inconvenience 
as even milder than that experienced after 
mti-typhoid vaccination. But*ten days after 
he final injection, the blood of seven out 
{nine men examined contained substances, 
lied agglutinins, which attacked and ren- 
ered harmless the influenza germs that 
pre brought into contact with them. This 
bowed that immunity to the disease germs 
md been established through the vaccina- 
ion. 

“As a result of these first human tests, 
he vaccine is.being offered to much larger 
roups of men .in the United States Army. 
t is not possible, of course, to determine 
he protective effects of these injections 
irectiy,’ the scientists report. ‘In the event 
f a recurrence of epidemic influenza in the 
ear future, however, the efficacy of vaccti- 
ation with bacterium pneumosintes as a 
reventive measure.may be put to test.’ 

“Without waiting for this final judgment, 
ethods have been developed so that large 
mounts of the influenza vaccine can be 
uickly produced if its wide-spread use 
hould be needed in combating a severe epi- 
emic.” 

Even in the face of all the evidence they 
ave collected, Dr. Olitsky and Dr. Gates 
re careful not to claim too much for the 
bacteria pneumosintes.” They point out 
hat more experiments must be made, and

and is planning a world-wide fight against 
the drug traffic. 


With headquarters in Pasadena, branch 
officers have already been established in 
leading American and European cities. The 
work will consist largely of propaganda in 
schools and colleges against the use of al- 
cohol and drugs. In addition, scientists 
have been appointed to discover, if possible, 
a cure for the drug habit. As yet, accord- 
ing to Montaville Flowers, general secretary 
of the association, there is no cure.

plete geftieslogy of the Hanks family. The 
records of Virginia, North and South Caro- 
lina, through which they certainly passed, 
have never been thoroughly ransacked. No 
more have the records of Kentucky, of Indi- 
ana and Illinois. You establish a family 
line, not by word of mouth, but by pitcing 
together a multitude of items, hidden away 
in the records of the counties through 
which branches of the family have passed. 
Tt is in tax lists, deeds, wills, returns of 
marriages and deaths, the testimony 
brought out in lawsuits, church records, 
tombstones—all of the minute points 
which we have agreed to save in order to 
fix definitely who and whct we are, what 
we did, where we came from, and when we 
left it all. These are the things which must 
be found and fitted together before we can 
finally answer with absolute sureness the 
question: Who was Nancy Hanks, mother 
of Abraham Lincola? 

We have the trail. It lies close beside 
that of the Lincoln from the Atlantic Coast; 
but, while we can put our feet into the Lin- 
coin tracks, from Massachusetts to [linois, 
we must guess those tracks in the case of 
the Hanks family. That finally they will be 
found, I firmly believe. These things come 
slowly. In 1858 Abraham Lincoln wgote in 
regard to the Pennsylvania Lincoins that 
the effort to connect them with the New 
Engilaad family of the same name had been 
a failure; yet about twenty-five years later, 
through the efforts of a patient student, 
the connection was made. One after an- 
other unsettled points in the genealogy of 
the Lincoln family have been cleared up.

That the President's Parents 
Were Wedded is Proven 


NE thing is certain, no such discussion 
as this disturbed the peace of the mar- 
riage of Nancy Hanks and Thomas Lincoln. 
That marriage on June 12, 1806, at Beech- 
land, Washington county, Kentucky, was @ 
gay affair, with a great dinner and friends 
and neighbors from far and wide. The 
ceremony was performed by one of the best 
known clergymen of that part of Kentucky 
in that day, Jesse Head, whose marriage re- 
turns, to be seen in the Springfield .Court- 
house, report the wedding he had cele- 
brated. 

Traditions of Nancy Hanks have come 
down in many a family represented at that 
wedding—in the family of Richard Berry, 
who sets himself down on the bond as her 
guardian—in the family of the Thompsons, 
the Mitchells, the Shipleys. Nowhere do 
you find more indignant desial of a refiec- 
tion on the character and origin of the girl 
than in these, for years leading families of 
Washington county. 


They picture her as vivacious, ed, 
beautiful: they tell of her skill in handi- 
craft—spinning, wea , all the household 
arts of the day. She was an orphan, for her 
mother died soon after her father, and she 
was obliged to pay her way in the families 
where she lived as in the Berry family, but 
she was a welcome guest wherever she 
went, industrious, cheerful, competent. 
Such, we have every reason to believe, was 
the woman that Thomas Lincoln had taken 
to be his wife, and whose life with him we 
shall now take up.

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What te needed to settle finally this un- 
pleasant discussion is a thorough and comp 
plete genealogy ‘of the Hanks family. " The 
records of Virginia, North and South Caro 
lina, through which they certainly passed, 
have never been thoroughly ransacked. No 
more have the records of Kentucky, of Indi- 
ana and Illinois. You establish a family 
line, not by word of mouth, but by pitcing 
together a multitude of items, hidden away 
in the records of the counties through 
which branches of the family have passed. 
Tt is in tax lists, deeds, wills, returns of 
marriages and deaths, the testimony 
brought out in lawsuits, church records, 
tombstones—all of the minute points 
which we have agreed to save in order to 
fix definitely who and whit we are, what 
we did, where we came from, and when we 
left it all. These are the things which must 
be found and fitted together before we can 
finally answer with absolute sureness the 
question: Who was Nancy Hanks, mother 
of Abraham Lincoln? 

We have the trail. It lies close beside 
that of the Lincoln from the Atlantic Coast; 
but, while we can put our feet into the Lin- 
colin tracks, from Massachusetts to Illinois, 
we must guess those tracks in the case of 
the Hanks family. That finally they will be 
found, I frmly believe. These things come 
slowly. In 1858 Abraham Lincoln wgote in 
regard to the Pennsylvania Lincoins that 
the effort to connect them with the New 
Englaad family of the same name had been 
a failure; yet about twenty-five years later, 
through the efforts of a patient student, 
the connection was made. One after an- 
other unsettled points in the genealogy of 
the Lincoln family have been cleared up. 
Not a decade passes that something is not 
added: and there is no reason why a per- 
sistent, intelligent, scientific effort to estab- 
lish the Hanke genealogy should not be as 
| successful as It has been in the case of the 

Lincolns.

Nowhere do 
you find more indignant desial of a refiec- 
tion on the character and origin of the girl 
than in these, for years leading families of 
Washington county. 


They picture her as vivacious, 
beautiful; they tell of her skill handi- 
craft—spinning, weaving, all the household 
arts of the day. She was an orphan, for her 
mother died soon after her father, and she 

was obliged to pay her way in the families 
_where she lived as in the Berry family, but 
she was a welcome guest wherever she 
went, industrious, cheerful, competent. 
Such, we have every reason to believe, was 
the woman that Thomas Lincoln had taken 
to be his wife, and whose life with him we 
shall now take up.

Investors Beware, for German Laws 
are Very Peculiar 


ae THIS connection any one thinking of 
making a German investment, either in 
real estate, in industrials, or in securities 
of any description, should look into the laws 
relating to each investment before he puts 

his money. The German government and 

siness men have a method of controlling 
certain institutions by legal enactions 
through what are known as plural voting 
shares. These can be held by Germans 
only, and although only a small number 
| may be issued they may regulate the sale 
and management of the institution. A sir- 
gle share may be worth ten or twenty votes 
and a few small German investors may be 
able to control the machine. 

The laws as to the eviction of tenants are 
}such that after buying a property one may 
' not be able to get possession of it. He can

Letters from English women, 
known as “horsey,” were burned by Prin- 
cess Hermine. 


There is one matter connected with her 
husband's life that Princess Hermine is 
very touchy about, and that is the publicity 
given to the gland operation he underwent 
in order to restore his youth. 


It is not safe to mention glands in the 
hearing of the new “Empress,” much less 
the acquisition of new ones by the ex- 
Kaiser. Princess Hermine often taunts

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Would Compulsory Grading Benefit the Potato Industry

positive assurance of a better one for 
the next crop, the Southern California po- 
tato growers are planting a substantial 
nereage again this spring. At this writing 
there are still many plantings yet to be 
made and trom present indication the acre- 
age will be about 60 per cenit normal, On 
account of the short rainfall this spring 
late plantings have been held up, aad if 
Jupiter Tluvius does not do his duty before 
long growers may have to irrigate before 
the seed can be planted. 
Last year the markei on local potatoes 
was in bad shape As the price was very

Under uniform grades it is the writer's 
opinion that no other variety would show 
up better in pack than the Southern Cali- 
fornia White Rose, for the tubers are 
smooth and the eyes shallow, and the crop 
usually runs high in average sizes. 

A bill was recently introduced into the 
State Legislature, which, if it becomes a 
law, will require compulsory grading of po- 
tatoes, and the more progressive growers 
and distributors are agitating its passing.

the ground, awaiting higher prices, and, as 
a consequence, the tuber moth got busy. 
Many fields were not dug, where it was ap- 
parent thet yields were very light, the po- 
tatoes being left to rot. Some of those 
that were harvested came on the markets 
in poor condition, causing another drop in 
the prices. The whole situation left a bad 
taste in the mouths of all concerned, from 
the producer to the consumer. 

The histery of commerc'tal potato pro 
duction in Southern California largely hing- 
es around the introdfiction of the Whitc 
Rose potato over twenty years ago. Thier 
variety has been grown here almost exclu- 
sively since that time and has proven itself 
to be particularly adapted to local condi- 
tions. The growers in Southern California 


tained by many rrowers, some potatoes 
appear on the local markets in. all condi- 
tions—good, bad and indifferent. Reliable 
distributors are.not eager to handle such 
stocks, as they require an added expense in 
re-sorting and other operations. Retail di:- 
tributors do not like to handle them be. 
cause they are hard to sell in competition 
with graded or imported stocks. And the 
consumers do not buy them vecause they 
are not always presented in a merchantable 
condition. This condition fosters a poor 
market, even when the price is fair. 

it is apparent then that a compulsory 
grading law, which would compel all pro 
ducers to supply only such stocks as could 
be sold under the law, (and distributors to 
adhere to the same ruling) would accom.

mand for local-grown potatoes and stabilize 
the industry as a whole. It would be of 
benefit to every one, from the producer to 
the consumer. The first law of merchandis. 
ing is the guarantee of quality, and if grad- 
ing were compulsory, this guarantee could 
be given all along the line. 

A compulsory gradigg law in California 
has been sought, but it has heretofore failed 
to materialize on account of opposition tw it 
by certein big distributors, who have fought 
it for selfish reasons, But, at the present 
time, there is a growing conviction in all 
groups cliliecd to the industry that compul- 
sory grading would benefit every one. The 
opposition is lessening and perhaps one rea. 
son for this is the fact that growers in 


far as they are based on gradea; the retail 
distributor by enabling him to build up hi« 
trade on consistent quality and the con- 
sumer by the eventual lowering of the cost 
to him, due to the elimination of losses naw 
involved in production and distribution. 

The potato crop is a valuable agricultural 
asset to California, one which deserves 
protection. The estimated production in 
1922 was valued at $7,000,000. The compul- 
sory grading bill, as introduced into the 
present Legislature, in the event that it 
becomes a law, will be a_ self-supporting 
one, for, as it has been drafted, it requires 
that the buyer pay for the inspection a: 
the rate of $2.50 her car. 

There is another condition yet to con- 
sider.

neighboring States are making substantial 
inroads into our markeis by shipping in 
only uniformly graded potatves of quality. 
The backers of compulsory crading point 
out thet if such standards are adopted and 
attained in California, the growers here will 
be able to regain that portion of the local 
market that they have lost to other sec- 
tions and better compete for outside mar- 
kets. The market condition last year was 
another lesson, for many growers and dis- 
tributors lost heavily. 

In brief compulsory grading should bene- 
fit the producer by insuring a good price 
for a good product, with no unfair competi. 
tion from ungraded stocks; the wholesale 
distributor, by beitering his chances fo: 
profit on his investments in potatoes, in so

nia potato-growing industry depends. This 
has resulted partly because the consumers 
have someiimes failed to obtain consistently 
uniform quality in the local-grown variety, 
and partly becanse they have not become 
acquainted with the good eating quality of 
the local product. Should the compulsory 
grading bill become a law, local growers’ 
associations might find it wise to launch an 
educational advertising campaign to bring 
the White Rose potato into its own. And it 
is safe to say that when the housewife is 
able to regularly obtain real quality pota- 
toes of this variety, she will buy them in 
preference to the “outsiders.”

Republic, out in the Chino Valley, combines 
them to the remarkable advantage of both. 
Breeding pure-bred cows is the specialty 
by which this vocational school wins prizes 
in fairs and dairy contests, and at the same 
time equips young citizens to fill responsi- 
ble positions out in the world. 


The institution started in 1907 as a farm 
achool for boys, but, after some years of 
trial and uncertain accomplishment, it 
joined, in 1915, the exclusive family of 
breeders of pure-bred cattle, with the happy 
result that the interest and enthusiasm of 
the students were at yor enlisied in the 

herd.

The story of the Junior Republic herd 
of Holsteins, now one of the foremost in 
the country, and the story of the 400 boys, 
whose experience with live stock has gradu- 
ated them into forward careers, are the 
«ame, but, out of deference to the readers 
of the Farm and Tractor Section, we will 
present the facts more from the angle of 
the cows. 


in pursuance of its policy of combining 
agricultural practice and instruciion with 
school work, the Junior Republic had, up to 
1915, tried the caliber of its young citizens 
in growing grain, beets, garden-truck and 
fruit trees, and in handling live stock of 
veveral kinds on its 28@-acre ranch. Among 
other things, it possessed a herd of eleven 
common-grade cows, neither very produc- 
tive of milk nor inspiring to take care of. 
The care of this nondescript herd was rath- 
er in the class of drudgery, and, in the 
hoys of the Republic, who spend half of 
‘cach day in vocational work, it fastened 
the aversion and listlessness the average 
city boy feels toward the task of dairying. 

As the cows were not giving enough 
milk to supply the school’s needs, an inves- 
tigation was started. Dr. Henry B. Steh- 
man, one of the gentlemen most interested 
in the welfare of the Republic, made a care-

were 400 boys, who have passed 

‘through the school in the past seven years, 
have developed a herd of twenty-three cows 
and three bulis. The average production 
per cow for a ten-month milking period is 
14,371 pounds of milk and 594.15 pounds of 
butter fat. These figures exceed the offi- 
cial California averages by 3000 pounds for 
milk and 100 pounds for butter fat. Their 
herd holds twelve nationa@ milk produc- 
tion records, several grand championships, 
senior and junior championships, many first 
prizes for various accomplishments and 
qualities, and numerous seconds, thirds, 
fourths and fifths. It made practically a 
clean sweep at the State Fair in 121, 
winning twenty ribbons on fourteen entries 
and 90 per cent of the first prizes in -compe- 
tition with twenty-seven other Holstein ex- 
hibitors of 114 animals. Is it any wonder 
that the boys are enthusiastic”? 

The dairying, and also the other agri- 
cultural work, is placed in the hands of the 
students upon an independent “projec.” 
plan. The boys are the managers #nd work- 
ers, each one responsible to himself and 
his project for the results secured. The idea 
of playing with the work, or ef engaging 
in agriculture simply for school credits, is 
eliminated for the projects are little busi- 
ness enterprises, affected by rivalry and 


\ 


thing raised for human. consumption is 
used in the Republic. In the past year $1190 
worth of meat was killed and consumed; 
and about $1000 worth of vegetables was 
produced on the farm. The annual produc- 
tion on the 280 acres, 115 of which are 
under irrigation, nets around $10,000 a year. 

The Republic is attractively located in 
the open valley south of Chino and east 
of Pomona. The dormitories, school build- 
ings, bungalows and the fine Italian-style 
residence of Mrs. Eldridge M. Fowler, one 
of the trustees, are pictorially grouped upon 
two small hills. 

The climate is not altogether favorable to 
orcharding, and the Republic has set out 
only a few acres to Bartlett pears. Seventy- 
five or more acres are usually dry-farmed 
to barley and about thirty are planted to 
corn. There are sixty acres under irrigation 
in alfalfa, while the remainder of the land 
is occupied by the buildings and barns or 
utilized for pasture. 

Experiment plots of barley have demon- 
strated that the “4000” variety produces bet- 
ter in the Chino Disirict than either Mari- 
out or common. Beets are one of the most 
important crops iff the valley and do very 
well on the Republic lands, but, after a 
trial, the supervisors abandoned the crop 
for boy-equation reasons. The beets were 
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the boys wages for the time they spend 
in actual productive work. 
satisfaction of earning something, while 
some that care to put in overtime and 
work op Saturday make as high as $6.50 
a week. This is clear gain over the ex- 
pense of their schooling and sustenance, 
enabling most of them to graduate from 
the school with savings. 


The students, or citizens, of the Junior 


Republic are, for the most part, boys of 


limited opportunities; some of whom have 
not been able to get along satisfactorily in 
the public schools. They are all sorma! 
young chaps of from 14 to 18, having gsome- 
what of the usual boyish disinclination to 
serious effort at the very time they need 
most to be preparing themselves for later 
life. Most of them are city boys, ignorant 
of the country and dislikigg rural quiet. 
At apy rate, such is the average make-up 
that is brought to the school. 


At the time of entering about 90 per cent 
may be said to show mechanical inclina- 
tions. The Republic provides vocational 
training in automobile mechanicc, carpen- 
try, job printing and the making of craft 
furniture and rugs. But it i« the aim to 
direct the interests and energtes of most 
of the boys Into agriculiural lines. For the 
firat year or so this is an up-hill task, but 
the project scheme. gradually intrigues 
the natural instinct of the boys to be pro- 
ductive. The young citizens generally line 
themsetves up square to the Republic's 
policy not later than the second year; by 
the third they acquire projects, and, when 
ready for graduation, they have made good 
in the learning of a trade or business. In 
most instances positions on ranches = or 
dairies are awaiting them. so that they pass 
from the Junior out into the great common 
Republic without their progress being in- 
terrupted. Of the graduates 70 per cent

ful analysis of the situation, and, in har- 
mony with R. A. Condee, the farm and dairy 
supervisor, recommended the purchasing of 
pure-bred Holsteins. The trustees inclined 
to demur, believing that scrub catile were 
plenty good enough for juvenile dairymen. 
ut, as something had to be done to in- 
crease the milk supply, the trustees con- 
sented to the purchase of four pure-bred 
heifers, which were carefully selected from 
the Anita Baldwin and the McAlister & 
Sons herds. Dr. Stehman later acquired 
u six-weeks'-oid bull. calf from the record. 
dam of the Bradshaw Ranch, near Phoen!x. 
These five animals were the foundation of 
the present Junior Republic herd. 

At the end of the first year, when tae 
trustees were presented with figures re- 
vealing the amazing fact that two of the 
new heifers had produced 3000 pounds more 
milk than all of the eleven scrub cows put 
together —(a total of 52.000 pounds against 
“4.00u) —the decision was reached to hold 
a series of barbecues at which the scrubs 
would take a prominent part. 
for pure-bred stock. Another bull was pur- 
chased, and the boys were turned loose on 
the inspiring work of building up a real 
dairy herd. 


The vision of Dr. Stehman and Mr. Con- 
dee had gone further than milk  produc- 
tien. They believed in quality animals for 
captivating the interest and arousing the 
enthusiasm of the hoys. The work of 
‘breeding. keevinge records. feeding. milking, 
testing and watching results, was placed en- 
tirelvy in the hends of the students. They 
entered the stock in fairs and contests and 
began to win prizes of all kinds. The youth- 
ful dairymen quickly perceived that they 
were doing somethine worth while. Their 
interes was concentrated upon matters of 
proper care. feeding fer hest results. and 
the mahv intricate details of scientific dairv- 
ine. Whereas, with the sernubs. two mibk- 
wes a dav were irksome. the bovs willine- 


ly adopted the practice of milking the Hol-- 


steins four times u although this ne- 
rising at midnight. But they hid 
worthy youls in view. such ys 20000 pounds 
of milk from a single cow in a year. 

And this is what accomplished. 
From the four heifers two bulls that

competition, inspired by ends‘ e achieved 
and returning to the young rietors an 
exact monetary equivalent f{ their time, 
their production and their accomplish- 


ment. 

The available projects, distributed among 
the senior and junior students, include from 
tweniy to twenty-five in dairying, one in 
milk handling; six, of two boys each, in al- 
falfa; two in poultry; five, of two boys each, 
in barley, and others in pigs and sheep. 
The boys manage their live stock, raise 


their crops and. market their products 


the Republic. Those having the dairy proj- 
ects weigh in their milk at the milkhouse 
and reeeive credit from the young manager 
of milk-handling, whose project it is to 
care for the milk and market it in a unit 
to the Republic. 

The first and second-year boys. while 
they are getting on to che swing! of things 
in the Junior Republic, engage in the work 
and earn money by hiring out for wages 
to the proprietors of the various projects. 

The milk, heat and other produce are 
either bought and utilized by the school, 
or else is sold io outside markets. As there 
are from seventy-five to ninety robust ap- 
petites to be satisfied, practically every-

a failure so far as the boys were concerned, 
as no interest could be aroused in the grow- 
irg of them and the harvesting was heart- 
fly detested. Truck-gardening does not 
meet with much better faver. The discov- 
ery has been made that vegetables and 
trees lack personality and make no appeal 
to the youthful imagination. Live stock, on 
the other hand. and particularly pure-bred 
cows, get a hold upon the boys and fix their 
interest upon practicai and constructive 
lines of work and study. . 


The supervisers and instructors of the 
Republic occupy the posiiion of advisory 
council to the students. While half of the 
school day is given to class-room work, no 
purveying of pedagogic learning is foisted 
upon these busy, young citizens. 
ies are related directly to the problems of 
the projects, thus proving of immediaie 
and practical advantage to the students. 
From this working basis the instruction 
Widens out toward the equipping of the 
boys tor successfufl careers, both in busi- 
ness and in ihe conduet-of life. 

Undoubtedly one of the most important 
features of the system is that of making 
the boys bhread-winners from the moment 
they enter the Republic. While ai good

have acquired a Cecided liking for the 
country. 

The Junior Republic was staried by a 
committee of publit-spirited ladies and gent- 
lemen interested in reshaping the young 
lives of wards of the Los Angeles Juvenile 
Court. It was modeled after the George 
Junior Republic of Freeville, N. Y., and 
still follows that design in the matter of 
making the young citizens administrators 
and legislators of their own little domain. 
The old idea of discipline by masters is 
replaced by organized self discipline among 
the students. 

The school has no facitilies for caring 
for boys who are deficient mentally or phy- 
sically, and its present function is to pro- 
vide vocational training under the best. of 
conditions for boys stinted of normal op- 
portunities elsewhere. The charge is nomi- 
nal. merely covering the cost of board. 
The instructors are paid in part by the 
school district and in part from donations 
made for the maintenance of the institu- 
tion, 

Actually, the Junior Republic provides a 
high-school vocational course, placing par- 
titular emphasis upon agrieylture, of a 
ivpe hardly to be equalled by the best and 
expensive private schoole tn the coun- 
try. A fine workable opportunity to acquire 
and to develop character is pro- 
vided under the best of conditions and in- 
fuences, The many trustees of the Repub- 
lic take a lively imerest in the welfare and 
happiness of the lads, and Mrs. Fowler, in 
particular, proves herself a friend, ins pir- 
ing to gentiemaniiness and refinement. by 


making her beautiful home a social gather- - 


ing place for the young citizens. .

Gasoline-driven machines have come into 
such common use and have become s0 
standardized that it is not uncommon for 
people to run an automobile or truck, or 
even a tractor, without any idea at all of 
what is going on within the machine. Our 
wives and sisters climb into the car, step on 
the self-starter, open the throttle and “hit 
it up” along the highway at forty miles an 
hour without any thought of fear or ap 
preciation of the powerful servant they are 
managing. 

Let us consider briefly a few interesting 
facts about the automobile. In the frst 
place the automobile engine turns over at 
a speed of from 1560 to 2000 R.P.M. (revo- 
lutions per minute,) sometimes higher, and, 
during this time, gasoline is taken from a 
tank in the liquid form, vaporized, mixed 
with air in the proper proportions, ignited 
by an electric spark, exploded, expanded, 
pushed out of the cylinder and another 
charge taken in. If the engine turns at 2000 
RoP.M. it takes three-fiftieths of a second 
for this complete cycle of operations. The 
gas has one-fiftieth of a second to get into 
the cylinders and about one-fortieth of a 
second to get out, or about the time Pe- 
quired for any given weight to fall one 
eighth of an inch. 

Another illustration of time required is 
found in advancing the spark. We start the 
engine with the lever in retard and ad- 
vance it as the engine gets up to speed. 
This simply means that instead of lighting 
the gus on head end dead center, we ad- 
vance th® fever and light it 1-600 of a sec- 
ond earlier. In so doing the power of the 
engine may be increased even as much as 
20 per cent. The fact that such a brief in- 
terval of time makes such a material Mif- 
ference in the engine’s operation calis forth 
our hearty admiration for the timing sys- 
tem, 

There are not many persons who have 
the courage to put a finger into an ordinary 
110-volt light socket, but the spark plug 
uses an electric current of¢12,000 to 15,000 
volts. This may not sound reasonable, but 
the coils used in the gas engine actually 
transform the low voltage, either from bat- 
teries or magnetos, from less than ten volts 
to the astonishing figure given above. 

Every time there is an explosion within 
the cylinder, there is a momentary pres 
sure of 200 to 500 pounds per square inch. 
Taking 300 pounds as the average, this pres- 
sure, acting on a four-inch piston, means a 
force of 3768 pounds. In othef words, in a 
four-cylinder engine, turning over at 2000 
R.P.M., there are 4000 blows of nearly two 
tons each struck on the crank shaft each 
minute. 

The carburetor on the above engine would 
be called up to measure out most accurate 
ly 4000 doses of gasoline to the cylinders 
of approximately one-fourth of a drop each. 


If this amount is either doubled or halved 


without making a proportional change in 
the quantity of air taken in, the engine 
will not only misbehave but will most likely 
fail to work altogether. 


Gasoline is fourteen or fifteen times as 
powerful as dynamite. If friction is not 
considered, it is interesting to note. that 
if one pound of gasoline could tbe mixed 
with the proper amount of air and exploded 
instantaneously, there would be sufficient 
power developed to throw a one-ton weight 
over a mile high. In other words these fig- 
ures show that the ten gallons of gasoline 
in the fuel tank of the average “Lizzie” 
has the potential power to blow it 100 miles 
up into the air. Of course the main differ- 
ence existing between gasoline and dyna- 
mite lies in the fact that the dynamite is

LEMON ASSOCIATION 
MANAGER OPTIMISTIC 


TUSTIN.—At the annual meeting of the 
Tustin Lemon Association, held recently, 
Roy Runnells, secretary and manager, sub- 
mitted his report showing that the quan- 
tity of lemons sold and shipped by the as- 
sociation in 1922, was only 40 per cent ‘a 
the crop estimated prior to the freeze in 
January, 1922. The shipments of the asso- 
ciation for 1923 are expected to be at least 
50 per cent more than last season. 


The report shows that eighty-two car- 
loads, or 32,616 packed boxes, were shipped. 
and that 3934 packed boxes were sold 
locally. Of the total amount handled, 29,- 
250 boxes were shipped under regular 
grades, and 7300 boxes, or 20 per cent, un- 
der frosted brands. In the frosted peel, 
the average return was $2.29 and for the 
first, second and-third grades, and the gen- 
eral average was $3.39 per oy mak- 
ing an average for all sales of $3.17. 

Labor costs of the association were 
the same as last year, but material costs 
were lowered about 8 cents per hpndred. 
The administration costs were about the 
same, in spite of the fact that only about 
half the amount of fruit was handled as 
last year. The total assets of the asaocia- 
tion are reported to be $116,133.68. 


“LONG” PRUNING PLAN

NOW WIDELY USED 


In California, since 1918, the so-called 
“long method” of pruning has been advoca- 
ted by the Division of Pomology of the 
College of Agriculture as a result of its ex- 
periments. This method was entirely dif- 
ferent from the general and firmly estab- 
lished practice of stubbing back. The chief 
advantages of the long system are be 
lieved to be earlier bearing, less suscepti- 
bility to frost and increased quantity of 

fruit. 

The Division of Pomology of the College 
of Agriculture, Berkeley, recently made 
the following report on pruning: 

“It has previously been reported that in 
the winter of 1919-1920, representatives of 
the Division of Pomology conducted 153 
demonstrations of the long method of

These demonstrations, to- 
gether with 183 others given by the farm 
advisers, had a total attendance of 10,691 
persons.” At many of these demonstrations 
the farm advisers located permanent plots 
contrasting the two diverse pruning meth- 
ods. The plots were designed to show, by 
resultant measured yields, the comparative 
effects of the two methods. While it was 
impossible to know the action taken by all 
of those persons in attendance at the dem- 
onstrations, it is known that 3577 of them

“The demonstrations started im 1919-1920 
in 1920-1921, and others 
were inaugurated. Field demonstrations of 
methods were held in 463 places, while 171 
additional definite plots, demonstrating re 
sults, were located. These were attended 
12,361 persons. Again it was not possi- 
to follow up the action of all those who 
attended, but it is known that 4624 of these 
used the pruning method on 87,028 
acres. 

“But thé above demonstrations and advis- 
ory areas are now only a small percentage 
of those which are jong-pruned. By 1922 
whole fruit districts were pruned by the 
long-pruning system, which ig rapidly be- 
coming the common practice. The Division 
of Pomology <ctimates that half the area in 
the State is long-pruned and that on the 
average it has increased the crop by one- 
. There is @bundant testimony that 


per cent, and many assert as high as 100 
per cent. . 

“In Kings county long-pruned trees, at 3 
years of age, yielded 100 pounds more of 
fruit per tree than did the 
trees. In Placer county the financial in- 
crease, due to long-pruning alone, is con- 
servatively estimated at $50,000 per year. 
In Tulare county, in one apricot orchard, 
300 long-pruned trees gave a yield of thirty- 
two tons of apricots and 300 sh ed 
trees gave a yield of only 13% tons of fruit 
accepted at the cannery. In Stanislaus 
county the long-pruned plots of apricots 
more than doubled the yield. In Fresno 
county one grower, whose six-year Piberta 
peach orchard produced thirty tons of fruit 
in 1917 and thirty-five tons in 1918, changed 
to the long system of pruning in the win- 
ter of 1918-1919, This grower reports a 
yield of sixty-five tons from the same or- 
chard in 1919, seventy-one tons in 1920 and 
112 tons in 1921. Another grower in the 
same county picked thirteen tons of peach- 
es from ninety long-pruned trees and only 
four and one-half tons from ninety short- 
pruned trees. Many other examples of siml- 
lar increases could be noted, but the best 
indication of the value of long pruning is 
its wide adoption as a common practice in 
the State. 

“The Bureau of, Crop Estimates states 
that in 1921 the deciduous fruit crop of Call- 
fornia had a farm value of $47,545,000. If 


of long pruning, on the basis of the esti- 
mate of the Division of Pomology, we would 
conclude that the annual income from Calli- 
fornia orchard has been increased a little 
le’s than $7,000,000, or an increase in the 
productive capital of California orchards of

CONTROL MEASURES 
PROVE EFFECTIVE 


SANTA ANA—The systematic fight 
ageinst citrus pests in Orange county, 
started nearly a year ago, is making excel- 
lent headway, according to A. A. Brock, 
horticultural commissioner. “Beological 
control is of the greatest importance to 
the growers of this county,” he said re- 
cently, “and we are making excellent prog- 
ress with the natural enemies that have 
been reared and liberated at our insectary 
at Anaheim for the control of the black 


“In some of the ‘costal counties where 


time the hyperparasites have almost com- 
pletely destroyed the good effects of the 
former. In Orange county, while the sec 
ondaries are present, they have not so far 
gained preponderance and a great dea] of 
good has resulted in groves where the 
scale has been uneven. | 

“Last fall we found that in groves where 
there was a large percentage of scale 


while the weather was still warm and 
favorable, the groves have been made 
commercially clean by this parasite. 

“In other groves, where the scale was 
too small for the aphycus to attack, the 
growers were advised to fumigate, and in 
geme cases where the aphycus was already 
prevalent, the rhizobius has been liberated. 
Tt is customary in all cases where the 
aphycus have been used to supplement the 
work by liberating rhizobius. 

“We find that the aphycus and rhizobius 
have helped out the groves infested with 
black scale and accomplished good work 


when the groves were fumigated for other 
pests.”

HEARS REPORT ON 
FUMIGATION WORK 


POMONA.—At the recent annual meeting 
of the Growers’ Fumigation and Supply 
Company, held at the headquarters § at 
North Pomona, officers and directors were 
elected as follows: Fred J. Smith, Pomona, 
president; D. C. Crookshank, Claremont, 
vice-president; W. A. Fox, Pomona; John 
Romick, Claremont; W. 8. Romick, la 
Verne: Lee Matthews, Claremont; 
Maechtlen, La Verne; Lucten Taylor, San 
Dimas. Manager F. G. Wyman of the 
company submitted his annual report 
of operations during the t season. 
which was opened on August 9. In all 4060 
acres of citrus trees were fumigated. Ow- 
ing to the freeze of January, a year ago, and 
the difficulty in securing workers for the 
fumigating outfits, the acreage treated 
was not as large as that of the season pre- 
vious. The cost of tenting material has 
been high and is likely to be 10 per cent 
higher next season, it is re The 
company has expended $70,000 the past 
four years for tenting goods. All old tents 
have been sold and the equipment now on 
hand ig*of practically new material. 

As a whole, Manager Wyman reported. 
the results of the season's work wete not 
satisfactory. The fumigating done In’ Au- 
gust for the citrocola scale was effective, 
and better results were obtained on the 
black scale, then, than in October, Novem- 
ber and December. Manager Wyman, as 
a conclusion of his dbservations, advises 
ranchers to have more work done in August. 
Cyanofumer was used mostly during the 
season, but a small amount of liquid gas 
was used during the hot weather. The Braun 
autofumer, for heating liquid gas, was used 
on several ranches. The gas is heated to 
370 degrees and when applied under tents 
immediately rises, insuring diffusion at 
once; much quicker than with pots of cy- 
anofumer. A total of 364,598 trees were fu- 
migated in the 41060 ac covered, at a 
total cost of $145,518, or at the rate of 40 
cents per tree. The directors at their

The results of this little experiment have 
convinced the writer that the trouble in 
our alfalfa fields is one of the soi] rather 
than one having to do with inoculation. 
The photograph accompanying this article 
shows rather indistinctly the differences, 
but all of the original roots have been 
preserved as a proof of the results ob- 
tained by the experiment. 

To prove that the results on a pot series 
could be duplicated under field conditions, 
a field experiment was started about the 
same time as the pot experiment, on the 
Chaffey Dairy Farm. Half-acre strips on 3 
young alfalfa field were laid off and treated 
according to the plan shown on this page. 
Recently, roots were examined from each 
of the plots treated and conditions very 


similar to those in the pots were found. 
On the check plot, where no treatment 
was given, there were very few fibrous or) 
feeding roots and few nodules. The best 
plot in this respect was the gypsum plot. 
The results obtained on those receiving 
phosporus or lime, or the combination of 
two, were not as good as those on the 
gypsum plot, but on all plots the results 
were distinctly better than on the check 
plot.

Progressive growers of the San Fernan- 
do Valley, headed by Charles I. Thacker, 
Charles B. Sexsmith, William Clark, Robert 
L. Owens, Armen Schelling, William Young, 
Myers Gilmore and Bert R. Holloway, re- 
cently canvassed the growers in an effort 
to secure a concerted plan of action, look- 


ing to the production of marketable fruit 
‘Tand an increased price. 


Mr. Owens is a 
director of the California Prune and Apricot 
Growers’ Association. 


A meeting of the growers was held some 
time ago and only fifteeh of them signed. 
Since then others have signed up, but, ac- 
cording to the promoters of the plan, they 
do not have enough signatures as yet to 
promise results. 

In discussing the situation a prominent 
member of the committee said: “It is a 
strange thing how the growers fail to step 
up voluntarily and join with us. We are 
giving our time to making this canvass and 
all that there is in it for us is the increased 
price we hope to get for our fruit. They 
don’t seem to realize that we are working 
to put this valley on the map as a pro- 
ducing territory of high grade, marketable 
fruit. We want the growers or the valley 
to reap the full benefit of their crops. Prun- 
ing properly and, above all, thinning the 
fruit carefully will give a production that 
will pay them and pay us all. 

“The of the industry depends on 
getting 75"per cent of the growers together, 
especially for the fixing of prices equal to 
those received in the North. I have visited 
scores here and find that they all think the 
plan a good one, but, instead of signing, up, 
they seem to want to think it over.” 

It is a fact that those who thinned thelr 
fruit last year realized the best returns. 
One outstanding example is that of Ha J. 
Stennett, who pruned and thinned his sev- 
enteen acres of peaches and received over 
$11,000 cash fer his crop. He had 
enough small fruit left for his own use. 
The writer visited many orchards last sea- 
son and saw tons of peaches and apricots, 
all under size, rotting on the trees or on 


the ground, as there was no market for 
them, 


The present indications are that there 
will be a bumper crop, both of apricots or 
peaches, again this year. The rather se- 
vere frosts this winter came early and did 
little damage. The expense this year will 
be greater than usual, for, om account of 
the light rainfall this winter, the growers 
are being forced to irrigate more exten- 
sively than for some years past. 

If present indications of the crop are 
realized there will be a season of great ac- 
tivity in thinning this year and a large 
amount of help will be needed.

ARIZONA LEADS IN 
A NEW CAMPAIGN | 


The use of four made from locally grown 
wheat is being urged in a number of States, 
according to the United States Department 
of Agriculture. Unnecessary transportation 
is involved to export the local wheat, which 
in many cases is a soft wheat, and to import 
hard winter wheat. Commercial baking 
methods, being adapted .chiefly to hard. 
wheat flours, have caused much of this 
double hauling. 

In Arizona a campaign was started 
summer, aided by extension workers, to 
interest housewives and the use 
of a flour e from wheat grown in Art- 
zona. Home demonstration agents took up 
the work of promoting the use of 
flour and combined with it a campa for 

whole wheat flour. 

As a result, 30 hougewives have been ac- 
tively engaged in carrying on denmionstra- 
tions in the use of Arizona flour. Four 
loaves of bread made from this flour were 
exhibited at the Cochise County Fair, one 
loaf taking the second prize in competition 
— bread made from northern hard-wheat

BUREAU CHIEF TELLS 
INSPECTION NEEDS 


In the bulletin of the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, covering the latter 
part of 1922, Lee A. Strong, Chief of the 
Bureau of Plant Quarantine, adds the éel- 
lowing conclusion to his report: 

“It is worthy of note that during the 
two months which this report covers, (No- 
vember, December, 1922,) no major pest 
has succeeded in gaining a foothold in 
California. While insects an dplant dis- 
eases are undoubtedly being retarded in 
their spread in other States, they are 
nevertheless making progress in distribu- 
tion, in some cases at an alarming rate, 
despite quarantine and control measures. 

“With her tremendous agricultural and 
horticultural interests and with her for- 
tunate condition of freedom from many 
destructive pests, California should . spare 
no effort to prevent the entrance of insect 
pests and plant diseases. In order to ac- 
complish this purpose, the forces of in- 
spectors at the maritime ports should be 
so strengthened as to insure thorough in- 
spection of all vessels,. baggage and car- 
go, and freight and express matter which 
in any Way or in any degree jeopardize 
California's agriculture and horticulture. 

“The disinfection of box cars that have 
carried plant products In any State should 
be vigorously carried out not only at ports 
but at all interior points. The county 
horticultural commissioners and inspectors

SAIDY DATE IS NOW 
EASIER TO OBTAIN 


The discovery of the commercial posst- 
bilities of the Saidy date of Pgypt, its adap- 
tation to Southern California conditions, 
and the fact that the so-called “Sewi” date 
of the Nile Valley is identical with the 
Saidy variety, marks a new era in date 
production in the United States, according 
to Department Bulletin 1125, “The Saidy 
Date of Egypt,” by S. C. Mason, arborcul- 
turist, recently issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 


As the Gaidy variety has, 
Prof. Mason, proved to be next to the 

let Noor, the most promising for extensive 
commercial culture in the hot, irrigated val- 
leys of the Southwest, and notably the 
Coachella Valley in Southern California, it 
was a matter of great importance to deter- 
mine whether or not the socalled “Sewi” 
date of the Nile Valley was identical with 
the Saidy, since offshoots of the “Sew!” can 
be obtained in large numbers in the Nile 
Valley, convenient to water and rail trans- 
portation, much chea than from the re- 
mote oases’ of the Libyan Desert, where 
the Saidy has been obtained. The discov- 
ery that the “Sewi” and Saidy are the same 
date is therefore most important. The iden- 
tity of the two varieties is said to have 
been quite unsuspected by the natives or the 
European students of date culture in the 
Nile Valley. 

Nearly 10,000 offshoots of the Saidy va- 
riety have been brought into the United 
States in the past two years, and at the 
present market price these originally im- 
ported trees are estimated by the Depart 
ment of Agriculture to be worth nearly 
$200,000. The offshoots produced on these 
original trees, when planted, will represent 
an investment of several million dollars. 


CALIFORNIA CORN 


The corn crop in California has, for the 
last few years, averaged a little better than 
100,000 acres, of which, it is estimated, that 
some 87,000 acres have been harvested for 
grain. The principal corn-growing section 
in the State is found in the San Joaquin 
Valley, particularly the San Joaquin Delta, 
where ordinarily from 40 to 50 per cent of 
the State crop is produced.

Improved Conditions’ 

HE annual report for 1922 of the 

Twelfth Federal Reserve District, com- 
prising California, Oregon, Washington, Ne- 
vada, Idaho, Utah and theggreater part of 
Arizona, states that “the crops of this pre- 
dominantly agricultural district were of av- 
erage size and brought returns considerably 
in excess of those of 1921, both in dollar 
amount and in relative purchasing power, 
when compared with the general level of 
wholesale prices, exclusive of farm prod- 
ucts.” The livestock industry of the dis- 
trict, which had been severely depressed 
during 1920-1921, recovered rapidty during 
1922, according to the report, being 14 per 
cent higher at the close than at the begin- 
ning of the year. The report says that 
substantial recovery occurred in the field of 
business and industry, as a whole, in the 
district. It might have added that the. re- 
covery, as affecting the agricultural produc- 
er, was not so substantial as that enjoyed 
by the rest, but it is encouraging just the 


same to have the figures given in the report |° 


to show the actual improvement in farming 
conditions. Things are picking:up for the 
farmer—that much is certain—and if the 
improvement continues, as it undoubtedly 
will, the report for the district for 1923 
should have a much rosier bue from the 
grower’s point of view. 


“Farming in California”

' in California,” prepared by E. J. Wickson, 
editor, and R. E. Hodges, associate editor, 
of the Pacific Rural Press, for “Californ- 
ians, Incorporated,” and now being sent out 
to thousands of persons all over the Unit- 
ed States. Californians, Incorporated,” 
as most readers know, is the San Fran- 
cisco boosting organization which has re- 
cently given Los Angeles so much free 
advertising by leaving the rather well- 
known Pacific Coast metropolis out of its 
list of “points of interest in California,” 
printed alongside of a Los Angelesiess 
State map, in display advertising in news- 
papers and magazines. This slight over- 
sight has now been corrected, the name of 
Los Angeles having appeared both on map 
and in the text of the latest “Californians” 
ads, and Southern Californians will be 
pleased and even delighted when they see 
the new “Californians” booklet. It is true 
that the authors thereof have rather boiled 
down their observations on the southern 
end of the State, but they say same really 
 plee things about the section “South of 
the Tehachapi” and the little volume should 
prove helpful to all of California.

GROWING RARE TROPICALS UNDER 
GLASS-A PROMISING NEW, FIELD 


HERE ie not the slightest question that 

the greenhouse or hothouse, has a 

great future in California, as a factor 
in increasing the wide range of tender 
tropical and subtropical fruits and flowers 
already being grown*here for profit and 
pleasure. Our wonderful climate. instead 
of creating prejudice and proving a deter- 
rent against the full use of such means of 
protection for tender fruits and plants, as 
neediess and impracticable, should rather 
serve to convince even the most skeptical 
that as a matter of fact it renders the use 
the more practicable and profit- 
able. 

Experience has taught that adequate 
equipment and protection of the commer- 
cial orchard against extremes of tempera- 
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ture at critical times is a profitable invest- 
ment. Why not take one more forward 
step and realize the .inh@ent possibilities 
in California for the greenhouse, in vastly 
increasing the range of our crops? Why 
not recognize that there are many most 
valuable fruits and flowers which can only 
in this manner be successfully and profit- 
ably produced even in California and act 
accordingly? 

It is true that the past has seen many 
progressive horticulturists doing valuable 
work in the introduction of new fauna from 
afi corners of the earth in California, and 
that State and Federal governments have 
done and are doing invaluable work in im- 
proving and introducing new commercial 
fruits and flowers. This work, however,

NITROGEN FIXATION BY LEGUMES, __ 
_ AS OBSERVED IN THIS SECTION’ 


>= 


By H. R. STANFORD, 


EGUMES are plants which act as 
hosts to that group of bacteria which 
take nitrogen out of the air and fix it 

in such @ way that it is available for 
plant use. This group of plants rightfully 
has a large place, directly or indirectly, in 
every system of permanent agriculture. 
When not grown on the soil as a part of a 
system of rotation, or as a cover crop. 
they form a part of the feed of animals 
whose refuse is applied as manure, or are 
applied directly in the form of bean straw 
and low-grade alfalfa’ hay, which is 
plowed under. 


Nitrogen has been proven the limiting 
element for growth and yield on most 
soils and is, in its chemical combinations, 
the most expensive to purchase. Legumes 
grown on the soil and added to it will add 
to the supply of nitrogen only when the 
proper bacteria are present in large num- 
bers. This statement applies only to the 
growth of legumes, and not to their pur- 
chase. The presence of the bacteria is in- 
dicated by the presence on the roots of 
the legume of nodules or abnormal growth 
within which the bacteria are working. A 
legume on which the nodules are not pres- 
,ent does not add. to the fertility of the 
soll on which it is growing, but is actually 
drawing on it for nitrogen as well as for 
those miineral elements upon which all 
plants feed. Consequently, it is no enough 
that legumes be grown on a soil. Nodule 
formation must be insured. | 


There is only one basic reason for the 
failure of a legume to form nodules on its 
root system. This is the absence of the 
bacteria which fix nitrogen from the air 
and which find this plant a congenial host 
during the process, or their presence in 
too small numbers or in a weakened con- 


dition. There may be several reasons for 
the Jatter conditions. The proper bacteria 
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may mever have been present in the soil 
where the plants are growing, as when 
vetch is sown where vetch, garden peas, 
field or sweet peas, wild peas or broad 
beans with nodules have not been grown. 
In other words, not all legumes will fur- 
nish the right kind of bacteria for all other 
legumes. The bacteria growing on alfalfa 
is the same as that growing on the sweet 
clovers and burr clover, but will not grow 
on the soy bean, cow pea, lupin, vetch or 
the ordinary red or white clovers. Soy 
‘bean bacteria, for example, will only work 
on the soy bean. There are many facts 
as to cross-inoculation which must be 
known if one would make sure of the 
presence of the proper kind of bacteria. 
When these are not present, they may be 
added by transfer of soil from an inocu- 
lated field or by the treatment of the seed 
with pure culture of the desired organism. 
Even bacteria of the right sort are pres- 
ent, or if they are added, they may be 
prevented from growing by improper soll 
conditions. An acid soi] is not a good 
home for bacteria, neither is one which 
is water-logged or so compact that air 
cannot readily penetrate. An adequate 
supply of phosphorus and potassium in the 
soil is favorable for these tiny bacteria. 
Simce coming to California. the writer 
has been interested in examining the roots 
of many legumes with respect to nodule 
formation. On some plants, such as the 
vetches and horse beans, good nodule for- 
mation has been found as a rule. On other 
legumes, particularly alfalfa, the nodule 
formation is generally much less than is 
common on soils of other rts of the 
United States. This is particularly true of 
alfalfa after its first year’s growth. This 
great soil builder is apparently not -doing 
its maximum good on soils in this State 
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has almost entirely been confined *e the 
intreduction and improvement of crops 
capable of successful culture in orchard 
form in the open; and such tender plants 
as have been systematically propogated 
have been for such plantings in the more 
protected locations. ~ 


The very general prejudice against the 


building of greenhouses by growers—is it 


not largely based upon a feeling that so 
ideal is the California climate that it seems 
almost sacrilege to even think of such a 
method of culture; that the greenhouse is 
a thing to be confined to the Eastern States, 
with their more inclement and frigid cli- 
mates? Here, where such a wide range of 
crops can be profitably grown in the open, 
the incentive has been lacking to work with 
glass house production, this may be only a 
question of education. May there not exist 
a profitable opening for the crops that can- 
not be produced in the open, even here? 
It is only within comparatively recent years 
that the small California house has been 
provided with adequate heating facilities: 
and were no6t the same underlying reasons 
responsible for the omission? 

While, apart individpal desire and 
requirements, thé selection of frults or 
plants to be grown under glass will ffnally 
depend upon the character of the equipment 
provided, it cannot be too forcibly empha- 
sized that there are few tree fruits which 
cannot be trained for such methods as are 
required in the greenhouse. Witness the 
peach in the English hothouse, the a 
wall fruits, espaliers and cordons found 
European gardens. There are few tropicals 
but show approval of careful pruning, both 
head and root; careful culture and ample 
manuring. 

AVENUES OF PROFIT 


There are many ways in which the green- 
house can be made commercially profitable 
in California. . 

(a) In the production of “novelties,” in 
capable of assured production profitably 
under other conditions. 

(b) In the growth of winter and .off. 
season crops; making it possible to main 
tain an all-year rotation of tender ¢rops. 

(c) ‘In the growing of tender tropical 
fruits to their greatest perfection; for the 
profitable fancy trade. 

These possibilities are open equally to 
the individual who, rather from pleasure 
than for profit. undertakes such work; even 
on the smallest scale. And herein would 
be one of the important features of a 
greenhouse industry, of the kind outlined, 
in California. Where now such work as the 
introduction and improvement of new and 
tender tropical fruits is confined at ‘the 
most to the work of a few score. it would 
become spread ong hundreds. even 
thousands, of individuals, vastly increasing 
the demands for new and promising varie 
ties, from the more progressive and reliable 
commercial propagators and workers. (The 
German dye industry was not built up. by 
reason of a limited number of expert ex- 
perimenters concentrating upon the finding 
of new products, but because great numbers 
were working along pafaliel lines at simi- 
lar éxperiments.) 

In the past the big expansion of Califor- 
nia’s great fruit industries has rested upor 
the work of the many thousands who have 
planted, rather than im the actual intro 
duction of the products_themselves by the 
few progressive horticulturists; for with 
out the actual demand for their products, 
the work could not have been successfully 
carried on. Until proven under many and 
diverse conditions, the value of new prod- 
ucts remains unknown. 


The first question that must arise—and 
this perhaps applies with greater force to 
the individual planning primarily for his 
own use and pleasure—is what is available 
for growth in the greenhouse and what 
shall be planted. 3 

A BROAD FIELD 


Since, in the past, men engaged in the 
commercial introduction of tender tropicals 
and eubtropicals, have almost exclusively 
aimed at the propagation of variéties pos 
sible of successful growth in favorable lo 
cations in the open, no important green 
house industry. or demahd, has existed, to 
aid in the proving out of new introductions 
under glass. It is true that few tropicals 
have failed to have at least a hearing ia 
California; but almost invariably they have 
been tested in the open, and under very re 
stricted conditions, oftimes failing to “prove 
up.” owing to lack of production from the 
briefest of inclement weather conditions.

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EW people appreciate the commercial 
F importance of the poultry industry in 
comparison with other lines of activity. 
According to Edward Drown, poultry prod. 
ucts in Great Britain for 1922 
value of necrly 13,000,000 pounds sterling, or 
77.1 per cent greater than that of the wheat 
crop, 165.0 greater than that of the barley 
crop and 57.9 per cent greater than that of 
the oat crop. In 1921, when higher prices 
prevailed, the total volume of poultry prod. 
ucts produced was 21,027,866 pounds ster. 
ling. Commenting on the present outlook 
in Great Britain, Mr. Drown says that the 
most urgent need at the present time is to 
reduce costs of production, which, in some 
directions, are much too great. Economy 
in feeding, avoidance of wastage, simpler 
and less-expensive equipment, preven.ion 
of mortality in embryos, chicken and adult 
towls, anw of disease, can only be effected 
by greater knowledge. These Suggestions 
are not without force, even in California. 
During the past decade there has also 
teen experienced a notable development of 


the industry in this country. Until our 
World War experiences, when all lines of 
praduction were abnormally stimulated, 


poultry-raising was largely a side line on 
the average American farm, or else was fol- 
lowed as a hobby by fonelers.

business to such an extent that the value of 
all poultry products in this country for 1919 
(1920 Federal census) reached the enormous 
sum of $1,047, 825,170, representing a great- 
or Value than the entire wheat crop of the 
vation, iwice that of all the anthracite coal 
mined and three times that of all the gold 
mined. Only the corn crop and the dairy 
products outrank those of the great Ameri. 
can business hen. 


This cnormous production signifies, if it 
merns anvthing at all, that there is more 
poultry on American farms today than there 
ever has been in the histcery of the indus- 
try: henee it is fair to assume that there 
will be heavy output With flock 
provement and the culling oul of the un- 
profitable producers, and an increase in the 
numbers of fowls, it is reasonable to sup 
pese that there will be a heavy crop of hen 
iruit throughout the country this vear. To 
foreshadow probable conditions there will 
be an ecnormous quantity go into cold stor 
ase. One guess is as good as another, hence 
we will not prophesy what the market will 
be neXt summer, good salesmanship pre- 
vails and there is a publicity © campaign.

propensity all hens should have at this 


time of the year, and of a sudden they 


dash over to a neighbor's highly respect. 
able front yard. One dashes over and 
heads them off and back, watched by alt 
the neichbors anxious about their pretty 
homes and hen tricks with the knowing 
ones giggling behind lace curtains. 

No, it isn't kind to let hens out of the 
pen-run, and to tempt them to activities 
not in the daily routine. It spoils the egg: 
machine to change its daily routine. It gets 
the splendid sire wise about the near for- 
bidden things and he gefs restless at the 
wires wanting to call all poultry down to 
a new fovnd thing so near and yet how 
far. To be contented is half the battle 
with poultry One can't shoo hens kindly. 
They scare, and a scare makes an egg a 
day late. What they do not know of 
the outside world is really bounty; but one 
must put into their world all possible 
axury, doing it every day in the same old 
way. To scratch in soft ground is their 
first delight. lt means one must keep a 
little soil loose in the hen-pen by sweeping 
off manure and spading up a small area 
each day. The scratch box with its litter 
and scattered seeds isn't for a dust bath, 
that all fowls like, always ready. One 
should keep a big flat box of soft earth 
protected from the rain in one corner of 
the pen in winter. No matter how well 
dusted the fowls are with insect powder 
to keep down lice, they seem always eager 
to get rid of the powder carefully sifted 
into the’r feathers. by scratching and 
throwigg dust over themselves in the dust 
bath. 


White Leghorns for Capons 

Much has been said and written on the 
growing of capons, but it has remained 
for Prof. R. V. Mitchell of -he Washington 
State Agricultural College to use White 
Leghorn cockerels for this purpose. The 
supposition has generally prevailed that the 
egg breeds were not suited for caponizing : 
that they were too small of body to_make 
the process profitable: that only the heav- 
ier breeds were profitable to grow as ca 
pons. Prof. Mitchell eaponized 75 White 
Lechorn cockerels from seven to ten weeks 
of age. At six to seven monihs old they 
averaged five pounds in weight, some being 
but four pounds, but many five and a half 
pounds. It is said that these found a ready 
sale at good prices. In this connection it 
would be interesting to know #1) the cost 
of caponizing, (2) the cost of growing birds 
to the weights specified, and (3) the ultt- 
mate price that was received for them. 
Considering that California annually 
duces White Leghorns by the hundreds of 
thousands, the idea is fraught with econ- 
omic possibilities of importance. To put 
added flesh on a caponived bird within a 
given time, and thereby to command a bet- 
ter price for the catcass, certainly looks 
alluring. provided the costs are not too 
high. 


Color of the Yoiks of Eggs 

Yes, it is true that there are people who 
like pale yellow yolks in eggs, thinking the 
egg fresher, or that they are unfertilized 
eges and keep fresh longer than the fer. 
tilized. Our native sons and daughters 
want poppy-colored eggs and we, who dot? * 
upon what is left of the great Altadena 
poppy elds, much prefer the dee; hued. 
Why anybody wants any pale-colored thing 
in such a richly colored land is beyond the 
perceptions of outof-door folks. But so it 
is. There are Ways to take out deep tints. 
Dont feed much deepgreen food and feed 
no yellow corn. Feed bleached greens anid 
white corn. Take away the sire and keep 
the hens in a partially shaded run, but take 
notice that this isn't the way to feed hens 
for an egg-laying contest... There are cer. 
tain strains of white fowls whose feathers 
tend to vellow and “brass” just before the 
moult. One should not feed yellow corn to 
these birds, but white corn, if corn be fed 
at all. Our nights are so cool all summer. 
many breeders feed some corn at night the 
year .ound, feeding cracked corn and wheat 
to go to roost with. Corn is a heating food, 
and unless hens are made active seeking 
it in deep litter, it makes them fat. Proper 
ly fed, however, it keeps them warm at 
night. These hens generally lay light-vel 
low yolks. One breeder says the large 
white berds lay more eggs with light-col 
ored yolks than do the small. active white 
hires.
